Sacramento State will offer interac- 
uve video classes at an extension Campus 
for the first time ever next spring, when 
the university offers five courses to stu- 
lents at Solano Community College 

[t's adout figuring out how we can 
Share our resources and still provide qual- 
ity education,” Dean of General Educa- 
bon Cecilia Gray said 

[wo upper-division business Classes 
and three upper-division general educa 
bon courses will be condnected live be- 
tween the university and the Solano cam- 
pus via telephone lines. Students can 
attend class at the Solano campus and 
uveract with their professor and the stu 
dents atiending in Sacramento using video 
compression technology and computer 
display 

“Because we don't have many re- 
sources we have to find other ways to 
deliver, and this distance education is 
cerlainly one way we can do that,” Jose 
Oruz, associate dean of Academic Af- 
fairs at Solano Community College, said 

The interactive courses will use multi 
pout video conferencing which is a re- 
cent addition to the university's distance 
ieaming technology. Using the Iniegrated 
Services Digital Network, which allows 
the uni versity to transmit audio and video 
signals on a per call basis, the cost of 
sending and receiving information has 
been reduced to as litte as $16 per hour 
The video images are viewed simulta 
neously by both participants on a class 
room overhead or on a computer screen 

1,200 students trom the Solano area 
we currenUy commutng to the univer 
sity. A demographic survey conducted 
by University Institutional Studies showed 
that the stretch of iand between Vallejo 
and Davis is filling up faster than any- 
where clse in the university's service 
aca 
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So fast, in fact, that the nearest runner 
up, Auburn, is ten mes less popular. 

“It's just about the fastest growing 
area in the state,” said Gerald Sharp, 

Director of Institutional Studies 

In addition, the university survey 
showed that there is a high number of 
residents in the Solano area who already 
have college degrees but want tocontinue 
their education 

“These are professional-level people 
who are looking for advanced degrees 
They don ‘twanttotake tennis. They want 
to finish their teaching credential or an 
MBA,” Sharp said. 

Sharp said residents of the Solano area 
identify with Davis and Sacramento rather 
than the Bay Area because they see Inter- 
state SO as a link. He also said that the 
chancellor’ s office considers Solano to be 
within the service area of the university 

“It would be conceivable that we are 
the ones who are responsible for providing 
baccalaureate programs there,” Sharp said.
